Nlanteleortmembꝛng the pave men,how Palladine and 
he had ſont them with the Lions: was meruailous ſou to 
fre them ſo miſuſed , demaundung if the thaues were on 
hoꝛſit vacke 02 on ſote, The poꝛt men annſwered, that 
they were on fotc, and could not (as yet) be gone vcrie 
karre. TUithout any further ſpaches , Nlanteleo and his 
Squire galloycd one way, and Durandell with Orliman 
an other way, haping to compaſſe the thæues, that they 
ſtould not eſcape. One of them Monteleo eſpied running, 
with the Swoꝛd Milli in his hand all blodic : Stay villame, 
quoth bc, fo: thou canſt not cſcape ſo caſily, The the ſe⸗ 
ing he could net ſaue his life by flight, got hum to a tree, 
Which hc could not climbe fo ſone, but the P21nce gaue 
hum a quittance foz his life. As he fell downe to the 
ground, the bag of money tumbled out of bis boſome, 
when the Squire alghting,$ ging it to bis maiſter, re⸗ 
turned to the place where be left the poꝛe men, ſaring, 
Bold herc my freends pour money againe, and fcare 
not bum that toke it from pve, fo: I haue made hum ſure fo: 
following ye any further : if the Knightes that were with 
me ſindt his fellowes, I doubt not but they will ſerue them 
as J haue donc. Many thanks did they returne the P2ince 
fo: this great gent leneſſe, bꝛinging hun to their other tom⸗ 
pamons, Che one of them hauing ſome life left ui hun, had 
ſetled hunſelle againſt a tra, being the man that vnder⸗ 
toke the cariage of the Lions. By many ſignes he (hewed 
that hc knew the Pꝛince. as alſo how gracionfly the uuig 
bad vſed him: but no hope of life was left in num, fo2 his 
mward blading p2eſcntly ſtrangled hum The once 
willed the poꝛe men goc to the nert toune, where their 
wounds ruaht be bound vp, and they might pꝛouide bu 
riall fo: the other two: meane while, he with ins Squire 
rode to ſake Durande!l and Or!!man , who bauug at 
length Came the other two thernes, had ſtraved ſo farre u

Che king Milanor hearing of their arriuall, cntertays

heard of, Let it then ſuffiſc pe, the Big is ſoꝛie his Sonne 
1s not returned, yet perſwaded by Manteleo of his ſpardic 
pꝛeſente: iopning withall, that a Uing whoſc life was 
ſpent in affaires of higheſt conſequence, would be deſirous 
that bis Sonne ſhould unitate his vertues. As fo: Marce- 
ina and Florca, ſuch as haue felt the weight of affection, 
and know that abſent louers make a heauen of their mee- 
tung: ſuch J thinke will here allow, that freends ſo intire⸗ 
ly combined together, would hardly now fall out with one 
another.

As they thus deuiſed togeather , the Damoſell alighs 
ting from her Palfrey , hearing the voyce of men and 
neighung of hoꝛſſes, ſhe deſired the P2ince to ſhꝛoud hun⸗ 
ſcifc in ſetret, leaſt he ſhould be eſpied by any in the Caltel,

At length, they ſawe foure Anightes and their Squires 


befoꝛe the Caſtell, and in the midſt of them a man, hauing 
his armes pinniond behind him, and his legs bound vnder 
his hoꝛſſe belly, Behold ir, ſaid the Damoſcll, this is the 
man, of whome Z told pe, being detained pꝛiſoner by theſe 
foure Anightes, now try your foztune in reſkewing him: 
fo: if they get hun once within the Caſtell, he ſhall be put 
to a moſt cruell death, Palladine mnetuatly mounted on 
Hoꝛſſcbacke, and dzawing his Swozd, without vling any 
lpeches to the Knightes,gaue one of them uch a ſtroke

Wo:thic Sir, aunſwered the Knight, a true diſcourſe 
ſhall J make of all my trouble, and thus it is. 

The Lozd of this place, the auncient man whome yon 
ftrſt ouertame in the Court, had th2e Donncs, one where » 
of J found about a moneth ſince in a little TWarrenneer to 
my houſe, which is diſtant hence not paſt a mile: and thi:

Siu Kinght,quoth Palladine,thanke God foꝛ pour dcli- 
uerance, and next to hun the wiſe Lady Otbiconte, who 
ſent thus Damoſell to conduct me hither fo: pour ſuctour. 

Ah my god.Lo2d,aunſwered the Knight, often haue J 
heard of that wozthy woman, who (as J vnderſtand) is 
Hiſter to the Ning of eAqzile«, a maruailous louer of 
Anightes vertuous and valiant : I pzomiſe ye right ſone 
will 4 go giue hec thanks fo2 this erceding fauour. 

Palladine hearmg hun fpeake of e4q«/c. , remem- 
bꝛed the letters engrauen on his @wo2d, fo2 which cauſe, 
he determmed to trauaile thither, to finde the wiſe Orbi- 
conte, that ſhe might ſhew hun the Lady, whereof in his 
daeyt the did aduertiſe hun. Upon this reſolution , they 
ſate downe to meate, and after the Tables were with- 
dzawne, the Damoſell thus ſpake, - 

Sir night, you haue accompliſhed the pꝛonuſe you 
made me, fo; which J thanke-ye, and will make repoꝛt 
thercof to my Lady and nuſtreſſe, to whome J muſt with 
all diligence returne, being aſſured of this Knightes ſafes 
tie: wherefoze J humbly take my leaue, becauſe I meant 
to be gone very carely in the mo:mng. Palladine ſozic ſhe 
would be gone ſo ſone, ſayd : It it like pe faire Damoſcll, 
F will conduct ye on pour way fo2 your Ladyes ſake, who 
beares me ſuch affection without any deſert. Py L 
quoth ſhe, J bartely thanke pe, my Lady tonnnaunded 


me to returnc alone, to on the way 
0 aſſuring i to eſcape 
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w:thout any diſturbance : and albert the had not ſo char⸗ 
ged me, yet thould ye not by my meanes tranalle ſo ſ@ne, 
fo; your wounds art yet not todally withall, but J will 
lcauc an vnguent with your Squate, that ſhall right ſwne 
recoucr them from danger. @ering then (ſayd Palladine) 
that my companie is needleſſe, let me intreate pe to com- 
mend me to your mutreſſe, to whome (while J lite) A 
hall remaine an affemonate ſeruant and Knight. And to 
the end you may remember me: and in requitall of the 
god Shell pou bꝛought me, weare this chayne of gold fo; 
my ſake, and foꝛgtt not my humble dutie to the Lady Or- 
biconte.

had no mind to eate 02 d2inke. All which Yailadinch@ds 
fully noted. and God knowes how well it liked hun, fo2 if 
the one were paſſionate in loue, you may think p other was 
in the ſame pꝛedicament. Oftentumes would they thzowes 
ſuch wounding lokes on each other, as neythcr had power 
to ſpeake a wozd : but to coner this altcration, the Pzince 
feigned to liſten to the tonſoꝛt of nnuſique, which plaied all 
dinner tune marucllous ſwatly . The Tablcs with⸗ 
d:awuc, ſhe toke him by the hand, and cauſcd him to ſit 
downe in a chaire by her, while many pong Lozys and La- 
dyes daunced after that Tountrey manner.

Tnſemely were it god Knight, 
quoth ſhe,to account of you as my ſeruãt, but if you pleaſe 
to ſtay in this Tuntry,you Hail perteiue by nrp endeuours 
bharcafter, that J both homo: and rcucrence ſuch men as 
you are. As ſhe would haue pꝛocæded further, her Goner- 
neſſe c une, and ſaid, it was tune the thould reſoꝛt to her 
Chunber: wherevpon they parted, not without (aAicicnt 
ſhewes on either ſide, that bet warne them was a ſympa⸗ 
thic of affedion. MAhat ſcuerall afficuons they endured 
in abſence, let them unagine, who haue no comfozt but in 
the pꝛeſente of the ir kauourite. As fo2 the Duchcfſe,ſhe on 
the moꝛrow ſent the Pꝛince a rich Diamond by one ef her 
Ladics, \wtth ts mcſſage, pit was her determined iew⸗ 
cli to the beſt combatant,and therefo2e his due, as hauing 
deſerued it beyond all other. Palladine reteiued it verie 
thanki fully, rt turning this aunſwere by the Lady, that in 
requit all of that gentle gift, he would that day enter the 
Lites, and agamft ali commers maintaine the beautie of 
the Pucheſſc.

Foz iop of this aunſwere, the Duchelſe 
tauſed a godly caffold to be ercacd, whereon, (hc and 
her Ladies would ſtand to ſc the Jouſts: and at each end 
of the Liſtes, werr ſumptuous Trophoc s curiduſiy placed, 
decke d with dwers unpꝛeſes and mots of loue, n-artcfi- 
tiall Tables hanging thereon, 
iſe J.lladnc and the other Lo2ds ſuert arming 
| he was aduertiſed of an other Wight new 
the field, who was the Þ2nec Alan of elw , a 
pong, b:atic and gallant night at armes, one that was 
bighly affcaed tothe Duchefie Br:!alda. 

Do ine as he was ent;cd the Lites, he was entoun⸗ 
fred by a B22 knight bakiiow:c, who was tiſinoaritet 
at tue furth courſe : the like ſucceſſe had cight oꝛ ten moꝛe.

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whtch Paildine perteiuing, he gaue his hozfſe the ſpurres 
againſt this luſi ie champion, kifting hun balfe a ſote m 
height from his Saddle. And as they were taking new 
Launccs fo2 the ſetond rate, there centred a might ie man, 
armed cap pe, who furiouſly ſaid , Where is the villame 
that cw my Coufin Vardlon? by the great God, this 
day null à give his ficth to the dogs, and bers likewiſe 
that was the cauſc the: f, pointing to the yong Ducheſle 
Briialda. And becauſe he had hcayd that a yong Knight did 
dus kinſcman to death, he ranne in a rage on the P2ince 
Alfian of Irelaa, guung him ſuch a ſtroke on the head with 
bis great Semitarie , as the gentle Altian fell beſide his 
bozllc. 

Palladine thinking this to be Brandidoll,and ſaing hum 
readic to ſmite off the Pꝛinces head,ranne to hun, ſaying: 
It is with me that thou muſt dcale, I ſicw thy Couſin 
Dardaion, as his villaime and crueitie weil deſerued. 
Brandido|| without making any aunſwere,lcft the Pzmce 
of /rc/2nd, nd ioyned with Palladine, when contmacd be- 
twene them a long and terrible combate.Each one verily 
erpeded Palladines death, ſuch was the great oddes be- 
tweene him and his enemie: but ſo happily it fell out in the 
ende, that Brandidoll by treading on the trunchion of a 
Launce, fell downe backward , when the P2mnce taking 
his aduantage, got ſure hold of bum, and ſmote off his 
head. Fo2 ioy of this victozte, the Trompets cherefully 
ſounde d, and the Ducheſfle diſcending from the Scaffold, 
commaundeirthe Jouſtes to teaſſe ſoꝛ that day, and com- 
ming to the Pꝛintce, gaue him many thanks, in that he had 
deliuered her from two ſuch crucil encuues, who ſought 
the ſubucrſion and ſpoile of her honoz.

Simprinell loth to part thent that 
agre@d fo well, left his companion in F lnd trauailuig to 
the Bing of /Vorg.le; Court, where he certafied his aie⸗ 
ſtic of the god cate of his @onne Landaſtines. UWhich 
newes were ſo welcome to the Bing, as he intreated im- 
prinelſ to abide in his Court, that he might ihcw hun the 
pleaſures of his Realme : whereto the yong Paince right 
willingly condiſtended, as one deſirous to behold noucl- 
ties. But rather the chafeſt cauſe was, dis affenian to the 
faire Pꝛinteſſe Belanica, daughter to the lung of N 
Ales, with whole beawtie he * „ 
U. d, 
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led und not daring to acquamt her with his lone. he fell in⸗ 
to a dangerous ſicknes,to the great greefof the Bing, who 
loued dun as he bad bone his owne Sonne. In the end,

The amghbtes attendant on the 
Ducheſſe, were amazed hareat, pꝛeparing themſclues to 
defend her cauſe - but Simprinell willed them ficft to bꝛing 
the Duc heſſe counterfeit, and it to be placed by his Ladies, 
and the conquerour ſhould caric them both with hm.

Becauſe thou wouldeſt ſb fame knowe me, aunſwered the 
Unight, thou ſhalt vaderſtand, that 3 am the man thou 
didſt vanquiſh yeſterday, moze by foꝛtune then p2oweſle ; 
therefoze J would now trie againe, how well J can res 
uenge my foꝛmer fople.

would guide him, | * | 
And after he had ridden flue oz ſire dayes, he met a 
ho:Meman, with whome, falling in talke, he vnderſtad, 
that the great Pꝛinte Cælat of K, had at Pars enters 
pied a novic Tournament, foz the loue af the faire Roſa- 
monde of Fraunce, a Pꝛinteſſe eſtamed incomparablt in 
beautie.

runne with hun, was the Duke of Gave, who bare in his 
Sdalld fo2 his deuiſe, a Bnight fighting with a Lion. 
TAhercby was fegured, the noble aiſtance he gaue to his 
Lady Agricia, who had bene deucure d by a Lien had not 
be defended her: whereupon, the entertained dim as her 
Emahtly ſeruant, commandinghim to trauaile to P., 
and to mamtaine ber beautie againſt Pꝛince Caſar of 
Koowe.as farre extelling faire Rolamonde of Feruct Fog 
this cauſe he entred the Liſtes, and comming to Czlar, 
thus ſpake.

It ſhould ſame then,anſwe- 
red Czlar,that I de ſerue not to be ſo accounted : this con⸗ 
trouerſie ſhall the ſtrength of my Launce pꝛeſently diſcide, 
and thou 02 J will be her onely ſcruant. Verreupon, they 
encountred verie valtantlp, bꝛeaking many Launces, yet 
neither able to mmue the other, whercat, they both grew 
angrie, deũring the Zing to let them haue ſtronger Taum⸗ 
ces, oꝛ eile to permit them the Combate with the Swoꝛd: 

but the Bing would not ſuffer them to meddle with 
2w0:ds,commanding each of them a very ſtrong Launce, 
at which charge, the Pꝛince Cxfar was bꝛauely diſmoun⸗ 
ted, and the night of Fame had almoſt bozne him com⸗ 
panie . A great murmuring pꝛeſently grew among the 
peeple, ſome auouching, that betanſe the ſtrange Knight 
fo hardly recovered hunſelfe , therefoꝛe P2zince Cxſar 
ſhould not be held as vangunſhcd , but that they ſhould

At thele woda, Pꝛinte Cæſat went to his Lady Roſa- 
monde, who gaue hun many thanks fo) his honoꝛab't 
paines: and though his ſucteſſe happened ſo ill in the end, 
yet would not ſhe wathd2aw her loue, 

But now commes Palladine nito the feld, being ſo:re 
he had nat the conqueſt of Cr, pet determining to end 
his cholter on tho U might of fame, to whome he app2:eched; 

aping : It greenes me ir night that J Jouſted rok 
withnob'e (rſar, fo2 if I had, little pꝛaiſe couldeſt yon 
haue got ten to dap. Vonr rra du? aunſwered the night 
of fame. Becauſe I had won ð tan (ꝙ Palkdine) which 
G. y, thou 
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chou vſurpeſt, and yet remains u daubt nmong a number, 
whichil thou dareſt ſay thou haſt deſerued, J will auouch 
the contrary : beſide.̊ it appertames not tothe, to be ſer⸗ 
tant to the faire Lady Rol monde noꝛ to the very meancll 
among her Ladies: ſo: (as I vnderſtand) ſhe is p:ouided of 
ons bcyond thee many degrees, Cod Sir, aunſwered the 
Knight of fame, you are very bold and bzaue in ſpeeches : 
what mwucth ve ſo much to abaſe me, laing vou knowe 


not of whence oz what J am? noꝛ hair thou ſene any mat- 


ter in me deſeruing theſe woꝛds. But J pereetue the cauſe 
bercof groweth, by the dcſire thou haft to deale with me, 
whercin thou ſhalt haue thy dcſire,either at the Launce 02 
Swoꝛd, (0 plcaſcth the King to graunt vs that libertie.

y Lo2d, aunſwered the Pꝛince, my name is Palla- 
dine, Sonne to the King Mitanor of Eg, pour lowing 
bꝛother and vowed frand. 

At theſe wo2ds, the ling was much moꝛe glad then 
bello: e, and caſting his armes about his nccke, with in⸗ 
ward conccite of top, the tcarcs trickled downe his fate: 
then came the Queene and faire Roſamonde yer daugh⸗ 
ter, who welcommed the Pzance with maruailous cours 
teſie, the uke did Landaſtines, S1mprineil and Lydiſeo of: 
Hung ta, who was the man that came with the night of 
Fame, and at repoꝛt of theſe Zriumphes trauailed into 
FYASNICC. 

As foꝛ the knight of Fame hunſelfe, he was called Don 
Robert, the Pꝛunte of Free. a ſtout, couragious and hars 
dic champion, greatly denoted to the lone of faire Rota- 
monde. Che ing pꝛelentlv departed to his Pallate, there 
to honoꝛ thoſe bꝛaue Bmghtes as they woꝛthely deſerucd: 
bat Crlar of Kenn highly thanked L'allad ine fo rtucu⸗

to haue committed violence on humſclfe , but that by god 
aduiſe he was better perſwaded, and being out of hope to 
tompaſſe his deſire, when he was ſomewhat recouered, he 
and Lydiſeo of Vun toke their leaue of the king, ſha⸗ 
ping their courſe thꝛough Ye toward Hum, where 
they embarqued themſelues, and ſailed into 7:27:, fo; 
that they were delirous to ſi the god ling Mil nor, to 
whome they bꝛought letters from his Wonne Vailad:ne. 
Landaſtines lkewiſe as not unnundſull of his tlorea, ſent 
the meſſage of his heart vnder ſcale by Lydiſeo, creuſing 
his abſence which ſhould not be long, and hoping to bing 
her bꝛother home with hum. Ag to: Paliadine, he became 
ſo affected to the Pꝛinceſte Rotaimonile, whome he unagt- 
ned to be the Lady fo:ctold by the wife Or biconte : as he 
waſtcd and conſum ed in penſiue thoughts, pꝛaaiſing how 


ta ot taine her lour, alb eit he aducntuted the bard ſtrata- 
| gemes

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gemes of death. Oſtentimes would he pꝛiuately conferre 
with her, and ſhe would aunſwere hun with ſuch rare mo⸗ 
deſtie, as intreaſed his toꝛments aboue the compaſſe.of 
reaſon. Noz was lhe fo:getfull of his dangerous paines,in 
deliuerance of her bꝛother Lewes from impꝛiſonment, top- 
nung thercwithall the common benefit, by the death of 
Brulanturior and his bꝛother Frucidant : but as fo; the pꝛi⸗ 
uiledge of her louc, the Pꝛince Cæſat of Koc was Lo2d 
thereof, and ber ſetled affection unpoſſible to be remoucd, 
All which he percctucd by ſuch mamifcſt ſignes, as made 
him were frantike in ſilent cogitations : ſometime thin⸗ 
king to foꝛeſtall his frond, by making the firſt requeſt of 
ber in manage : then againe intending the death of Cxtar, 
rather then to miſſe of the faire Rotamonde, And though 
the Romame Pꝛince loved hun deercly, pet the ſurie of 
blinde loue made Palladine ſo impatient, as he minded no- 
thing but Cæſars death, which with a ſharpe Launce in the 
Joult he imagined might eaſily be done, 02 with an in⸗ 
fected cup of poyſan giuen him in his chamber, 

But the wiſe Orb1conte ill directing Palladines courſe, 
and knowing by her arte his ſecret intent, onely by being 
deteiued in his owne opinion: would ſeparate Palladine 
from Czar, by calling him to his deſtenyed Countrep, 
whcreof we ſpake in the beginning of our Viſtozie, and 
thus it happened, 

The Pꝛince being in his Chamber with Landaſtines, 
Simprmell, and his Squire Lycelio. tmagining how to fi- 
niſh his determination : on a ſudden there eatred alittle 
defozmed Dwartfe, who ſaluting Palladine, gaue hum a 
Letter, ſaping. 

Py Loꝛd, the wiſe Orbiconte hath ſent ye this Letter, 
the contents whereaf,ſhe commaunds yon to fulfill, other⸗ 
wiſe, great harme will happen to you. Me had no ſoncr 
ſpoken theſe wo: ds, but immediatly he varuſhed away. 
Bow now ? quoth Landaſtin:s , whether is the little 
Jack an Apes gone: oftentimes haue J ſane the craftie

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deceits of Jugglers, but neuer ſawe J ſuch a trick betoꝛc: 
halo my lite the Deuill fetched him away, This ltrange 
accident made Pallad:ne remenwer the vopce that whiſ⸗ 
pccodm his cate at 522", when he deternuned to depart 
from tge Ducheſſe Brilalda : and dca;ous to knowe the 
new2s from O. biconte he feigned that he would lie Zowne 
vpo. bt bed, wherefoꝛe Landaitines and Sin. p inell withs 
dae lu theniſeiucs, when he opening the Letter, read as 
followcth.

And herrt J vow to vou, that J will returne to mine owne 
Countrey, ſo ſone as J haue retouered my woundes : lea- 
mug vou not once ly the poꝛtraite you haue worn, but thoſe 
likewifc that J conquered in orgs, and ciſewhere, Uſs 
charging my ſelfe of loues ſeruice, ſaing he rewards his 
faithfull ſcruant no better. Therem vſc pour pleaſure, 
quoth alladine, but firſt goe with me, that your woundes 
may be ſearthed to pꝛeuent further mtonuenience. Do go⸗ 
ing to the ling , he deſtred that his Chirurgions might 
attend on tho linight : fo: J aſſure your Maieſtie, quoth 
he, neuer met I with any man of higher deſert.

| the voyce and dollo;ous cryes he 
heard in the middeſt of the flame, Ah loue, ſayd one,whby 
dot thou (till hold me in this miſerable pame ? doth my 
offence committed agamſt thy Paieſtie, deſerue fo gra⸗ 
nous puniſhment as this: how ill aduiſed then was J, to 
(ct ſo light by thy religious lawes and ſoueraigne autho- 
ritie : Pardon, oh pardon him the -epenteth, and ceaſſe 
thy iuſt indignation againſt them who while they liue, 
will continue thy faithfull ſubiecs : elſe graunt them 
death, which they would endure with willing mindes.

trauatle, they came to the Pallate of the wid Orbiconte, 
P. u. the 
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the duilding whereof was ſo rare and ſtately, as in all the * 
wozld the like might not be found, Long lod che knight 
without relt to behold thus wonder, which Ocbiconte her 
ſelfe well perteiued ſtanding in her windowe, wherefoze 
the ſent one to open the gate, and they entring, began to 
admire much moꝛe then they had done: ſeeing the great 
Court paued with Jaſper and Po2phire, and in the mid⸗ 
deſt thereof a goꝛgeous Statue, being the Coddeſſe Venus 
curiouũ carued in Alablaſter, and from her two dugs 
ſpouted exceeding cleere water, which fell into a huge grrat 
Baſen of ſiluer. 

By her ſtod her Sonne Cupid, with an arrowe dzawne 
in his bowe, as being readic to ſhotc : but ſo artcficially 
tramed after the life, as neuer was a moꝛe choyſe pecce of 
woꝛkemanſhip ſcene, 

From thence they walked into meruailous godly Gal- 
leries, which were painted round about with Poeticall 
; Þiſto;1es:as the contention betweene the tyhꝛer Goddeſſes, 
Pallas, Iuno and Venus, the iudgement of Paris, the ſtrange 
alteration of many metamo2phoſcd louers, and the ban; 
quet of the Gods, where angry 1:{1phonethewed her ſelfe. 

On the other fide were the labours of Hercules, the de⸗ 
Crumon of famous J, and the voyage of the - Treo- 
Ne,. 

There likewiſe was liuelp poztrated the trunmph of 
Venus, dzawnc in her Chariot by two Turtle Doues, the 
loue of her Sonne Cupid and faire Pſyches the battailes 
of many Komaine Cmperours, 4 their ſeucrall triumphs 
in Koome ſo liucly figured to the cye, as if the perſons had 
beenc there in action. 

TUhile they thus ſtod to behold theſe deviſes, the wiſe 
Orbiconte cauſcd her th: Daughters to attire them- 
ſelues tn moſt ſumptuous o2naments , and afterward 
came downe with them into the Gallery : which when 
the knight withour reſt perteiued, he came and ſaluted her 
with great reuerence, and aſter many ſollemne and kunde 

conrtelics 
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courteſies to the auncient Lady, as alſo her daughters, 
the wiſe Orbiconte thus ſpake, 

Dir Palladine, right welcome are ye to this place: fo: 
long it is ſince J deſired to ſæ you hære, that {might en- 
tertame pou as pour vertues deſerue. 

Madame, anſwered che Kiught without reſt, vnſ@mcly 
is it that you ſhould ſo much abaſe your ſelfe, as to regard 
me that am but a poꝛe Unight crrant. 

Not ſo my Loꝛd, quoth the, conccale not pour ſelfe, fo; 
well J knowe of whence and what pou are: welcome arc 
pe to my Pallace, where it ſhall be nerdleſſe foꝛ ve to feare 
any thing, though you are ſo farre from pour owne Coun- 
trey, foꝛ here vou ina aſſure pour ſelfe of lafe tie. en⸗ 
tring into the great Hall, which was hanged round avout 
with rich Tapiſtrie, wherein, the Viſtozie of great Maho- 
met was cunoully w2ought : ſhe welcommed them all a⸗ 
gaine, Broantine, Lycclio and Lyboran, who ſtill counters 
feited humlelfe to be dumbe,to whome ſhe ſaid, My freend, 
ſpeake pour language and feare not, fo2 in this place you 
are in no danger. J knowe that thou art Liboran the well 
adiuſed, who with the ayde of Captame Broantine, deliue⸗ 
red a Unight and his Sonne from death, therefoze ſerke 
not to hide thy ſelfe from me. 

hen Liboran heard what ſhe ſayd, he imagined ſhe 
was ſome Diuinereſſe, 0: one that had a familiar ſpiri*, 
who acquainted her with matters of ſecrecie: v berefoze 
in the French tong he replicd, thanking her fo? ut creees 
ding courteſte, and offering ber his vttermolt ſeruice. Fo? 
which, ſhe was not foꝛgetfull to thanke hun, cauſing cer⸗ 
tame of Gentlemen to conduc them to fate Chambers 
readie pꝛepared fo: them: and in the Chamber appointed 
fo: the Khight without teſt, was ingemcully wꝛought in 
Tapiſtrie of cloth of gold, the adulteric of Venus with 
Ood Mars, and how lame Vulcanc-came and found them. 
with diners other laſtunous Viſto:1es , to pzouoke the 

P2ince to carnall delight. | 
P. w. After 
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After che Knight without reſt was vnarmed, he came 
and walked with the wiſe Orbiconce in her Garden, wher⸗ 
in were many beawtifull fountames, and great aboun⸗ 
dance of wholeſome hearbes, wherwith ſhe made p:ectous 
vnguents, which ſhe ſent to Kmghtes errant , eſpecially 
ſuch as dcfended the hono2 of Ladies. She walked with 
them like wiſe into her Parke, and ſhewed them what 
b:auc game ſhe had there pꝛouided, with all other deuiſes 
incident to delight, onely to allure hc knight without ret 
to ſtay there, till the had perfourmed her intent fo: her 
Daughters, which within few dayes after ſhe cunningly 
compaſſed in this manner. 

The wile Orbiconte calling her Daughters to her, the

Noz can J entertaine any doubt oꝛ ſozrow foz - 
the matter, becanſe J haue alreadie fozeſeene, that our 
eneme wall ſuſtaine great detriment, loſſe and deſtruction 
melp by your noble and woꝛthie behauiour, pꝛepare ya 
therefo2e toſet forward to mozrow. 

Madame, anſwered the Knight without reſt, if it liks 
you we will depart p2eſently, the ſancr (hall we tome to 
our tourneyes end. Not (0, quoth ſhe, vou ſhall be ruled by 
my direcion, fo2 pou haue time enough to trauaile this 
ther. So taking hun and his frends into her Cabinet, ſhe 
= the Pꝛince a meruailous coſtly greene Armour, to 

roantme ſhe gaue one of Azure couller, with a Sheld, 
wherein was poztrayed, how he deliuered the night and 
his Sonne from death: and to Liboran ſhe gaue a carna⸗ 
tion Armour, figuring in his Sheld, the Shepheards life 
he led by the Caſtell of Brulanturior. As foz you Mir Palla-

Veerewith his ſpeech 
failed hum, and bꝛeathing fwo2th a vehement ſigh, he peelded 
bp the ghoſt. O my Cod, ſaid his Squire, what ſhall J 
now dev? where (hall J beſtowe the dead bodic of my mai⸗ 
Ker: it Jreturne to the Court of the Ning his bꝛot her, he 
will luſpea that I haue murthered hun. Ah ſwate Lady 
Minoretta, what hart bꝛeaking will this be to you, vnder⸗ 
ſtanding the death of my Loꝛd, and the occaſion thercof, 
The Bnight of Fame hearing the ſozrowfull woꝛds of the 
Squire, and fearing he would depart and leaue his mai 
ſter: came with his Squire from behinde the tre where 
thev were hid, and ſ&tag the wofull man holding his dead 
maiſter in his armes, thus ſpake to him, Zell me god 
freend, how did this miſhap befall thy maiſter 2 The 
Squire was ſo amazed, when by the light of the Mone he 
beheld the Knight of Fame, and his Squire with him, both 
their ſwoꝛds being d2awne: as he was not able to returne 
any anſwere , whereby Don Robert perteiued, that the 
ſudden ſight of hum affrighted the Squire, wherefoze be 
thus ſpate to hun agame. Why doſt thou not ſpeake to 
vs, my frund:? doubteſt thou that we come to do the any 
diſpleaſure: perſwade thy ſelfe, that we will aſſiſt tha to 
our vttermoſt , and therefoze fcare not to 9 the 

milhap, 
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michap. The Sqmre th2oughly reſolued by theſe cours 
$ teous ſpeeches, caſting fozth many bitter ſighes into the * 
2ire , and trembling as the burthen of his grafe gaue 
cauſe, thus anſwered. Alas my Lozd, right gladly ſhall x 
reueale to pony, the great miſſoꝛtune now happened to my 
Loꝛd, who (as you ſawe) gaue vp his ghoſt betwerne mine 
E armes, the occaſton whereof grew in this manner. 

I My noble maiſter while he liued, was baſtard bꝛother 
dt.: the Ning ol 3$ciule, pet as derely beloued of his Paics 
2 ſtie, as ił he had bene his lawfull legitimate bꝛother, ſuch 
was his vertuous and valtant behauiour: and fo the 
king would aſſure my Loꝛd of his intire god will and afs 
fection, he gaue hum the @igno21ie of S, with all the 
titles and benefites belonging thereto, But my woꝛthie 
Loꝛd and maiſter, who was named Don Frionell, hamng 
about ſixe moneths ſince heard commended, the erccllent 
beautie of Minorecta, Daughter to the King of /all. 
became ſa enamoured of her, as to compaſſe the means 
that he might ſ& her, he craued leaue of the King his bꝛo⸗ 
ther to trauaile into Fc e, as a Anight errant, ſerking 
alter aducntures, HDauing obtcined licence ſoꝛ his depar⸗ 
ture, inſtead of going to /e, he toke the way toward 
Portucall, where being arriued, ſo well he made knowne 
his pꝛoweſſe at the Tilt and Tourney, which dayly her 
maintamed in honoz of the Pꝛinteſſe, as the King enters 
taining him into eſpeciall fanour ; all the Loꝛds and 
unights of Vr did the like, ſo that being wellct@s 
med and honoꝛed of euery one, cherfely of the Qutene and 
her Ladyes, ſo well he could his Courtthip to the P;incefſe 
Ni moretta that the accepted hun as her kmght,and fauou-s 
red him abouc all other that made loue to her. 

In this tune came to the Court Don Galitreo of C. ul, 
who no ſoner lawe the faire Pzmceſſe, but pzeſcntly he 
was ſo eſp21zed with her louc, as he was rradie to die at 
her fotc, and there oꝛe diuers tunes made offer of his ſer⸗ 
nice to her: but ſhe made no 2 thereof, declaring by 
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her geuure and countenante, that my maiſter was the 
21012111 mm her thoughts, Galureo from this time foz⸗ 
„ £4.49 moꝛtall hatred againſt mp mailter, pet 
mol his vilame with fuch coulters, as though he 
han bene one of his deareſt freaends, So that my maiſter 
v. ui one day tommaunded by his Lade Mmoretta to goe 
aluſt 2 itticfſed Lady, whome a crueil Oentleman to 
much w2enged:; the traitour recciued oppoztumtie to ſct 
his nuſchiete abzoche, fo2 he being pꝛeſent when my mai⸗ 
ſter tone his charge, gaue no ſhew of contracie meaning, 
but no ſomer had my Lozd reſto ed the wzonged Lady, 
albeit with danger of his perſon, by reaſoii of certaine 
wounds he recciued in fight, and returnartg to the eim⸗ 
ceſſe againe: but this day as we came into this Foreſt, 
wixce J vnarmed my Loꝛd to dꝛeſſe his wounds, the 
tcaitour G htreo, actompamed with foure moꝛe, diſguiſed 
and well armed, awaitmg cowardly to take my Lord at 
this aduantage, came to him With theſe wos. uo we i 
thou me trione! : of thou wilt ſane thy life, thon mull here 
ſollenmelp (weare to me, ncuer to ſerut the Pemcelte i- 
uotetta longer, oꝛ hrercafter to teme in any place where the 
1s. Py maiſter tmobomg the trattour well enough Ly bis 
ſpæches, pet meruaiiing to mate him in this place, becauſe 
at his departure he left him m'/ 7.4 ; notzutthſtand ug 
he was ſoꝛe wounded and vnarmt e, Lelg'y thus anſuc⸗ 
red. Rather let me {ſe np life, quot i he, and endure a 
thouſand deathes ik it were poſſ ebe, then J will tozgoe the 
ſeruice of my miſtreſſe: but while 4 can luft me word, 
will J maintaine her as the aricky Sod de ſe ot m hem t. 
Be God, quoth Galicreo, but I witl wake tha (are thou 
ſhalt not:io dzawing his Com tlart, and my maiſter being 
thus naked as you ſx , becauſe F was attendeng his 
wounds,be neuer left ſtrůing at hun, till he ſawe hun fall, 
when both he and hs comparuouoigatiopped away ſo fail 
as they tould. Lruſt nt. anfwered the night of Fame. 
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heard of : but thou ſaing thy maiſter ſo miſuſed, why didit 
not thou helpe to di ſend him 2 Alas my Loꝛd, quceth the 
Squire, there wanted no god will in mes, but they that 
accompanyed this tcaitour, held nic with ſuch violence as 
J could not ſtirre. 

The Knight of Fame btholding the cruell woundes 
Don Frioneli had reteiued, and what a godly perſenage 
bee had beene in his life tune, ſighting, ſapd. Oh God, what 
two dangerous enemies are toue and iealouſie : in the 
woꝛld there can not bee any wozfe, whereby men may 
fall into ſo great hazard. 

Vell my frond, quoth bee to the @quire, here muſk 
we relt our ſelues fo2 this night, becauſe we knowe not 
whether elle to goe, and to maro (hall we pꝛouide fo; 
thy maiſters bodie, whoſe death J purpoſe to reucnge, 
if J may fnde the man that ſo blodely murthered him, 
ACure your ſciſe my Lo2d, ſayd the Squire, that he is in 
/ortugall nth the Pzinceſſe, becauſe foꝛ her laue he Lews 
my maiſter, who reputed hun one af bus deareſt fronds: 
There neuer were ſo great fronds, quoth Don Robert, 
whame loue and iealouſte could not „ 
ſo foʒ 3 downe and ſlept,

of Fame awaked, and not able to 
©/ nape any longer, by reaſon of his 
A, troubled thoughtes , leauing the 
Squrres who as yet had not ſtirrei-

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de walked downe to a Riner ſide, 
e where he met an aged Hermit with 
an carthen Pitcher in his hand full 


of water, and haning ſaluted the old Father, demaunded 
of him, if any Towne o2 Uillage were neere at hand, oz 
any religious Church 02 Chappell, where a Unight might 
be buried, Lhome he had found lane in that Foꝛreſt. In 
ſoth my Lozd,anſwered the Hermit, he is not the firſt that 
hath beene murthered in this place, fo2 J haue enterred 
fiſterne 02 ſixtane in my little Chappell, which is kept with 
holte and religious deuotion: where if you pleaſc, tle 
Anight pou ſpeake of may be buried, and J will belpe t9 
tarie him thither , foz no other place is nerre at hand by 
two god leagues and moꝛe. Cod Father then, ſaid the 
Unight of Fame, pour gentle offer ſhall be accepted, the 
bod e is not farce hence, and little labour (hall you take: 
fo: his Squire and mine ſhall lay him on a hoꝛſſe, and ſo 
tonuap him to pour Chappell without trouble. Do went 
he with the Hermit to the dead bodie, and awaking the 
Squires, conuaied it to the Hermits Chappell in manner 
aloꝛeſaid: where the funerall ceremonies finiſhed, the 
Anight of Fame rewarded the old Hermit, and afterward

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mounted on Hoziſcback all thꝛer, riding ſtraight to 7 „e, 
and paſſing the ld Yen entred the Reahme ot Porr«- 
, where they vmerſtod that Galitreo was as then at 
the Court, Don Kovert ſendeth his Squire to the Kang, to 
requelt ſafe condua fo2 arrniali at the Paltace, which bees 
ung obtained, in pꝛeſence of his Pau ſtie be thus began. 

Vither am Kcome wo2thie Pure, to let you knowe, 
that in pour Court abideti the molt traiterous and diſloi⸗ 
all b maht, as cuer was heard of, and who not four dates 
unce hato done ſuch a dede mn 55-71-24, as no one bearuig 
Armes wong haue committed the like. By treaſon and 
villainic hath he murdꝛed one of the moſt valiant amghts 
y1 / wo; © AS 4 vnderttand,toz ncuer did J knowe the man 
Ilir him, till he was dead: be bemg named Don Frionell 
of „ehe, who left pour Court by connnaundement of 
Madame Minoreita, vpon an occaſton beſt knowne to her 
ſelle. Full well did J Knowe the man, anſwered the ning, 
but name hun to me, who lic w rrionell in ſuch ſoꝛt as thou 
ſapeſt, to the end I may cauſe hun come and defend his 
tauſe: and if he div it in manner as thou haſt declared, oz 
cife can being any p2ofe thereof, neuer tHal! he enter the 
combate with kh, but uiſtice ſhall be inficted on him as 
ſo foule an offence deſerueth. As fo2 me my Loꝛd, anſwe⸗ 
red the kamgat of Fam, I can make no other p;ofc theres 
of, then by this Squire that ſerued Don Frionell, in whoſe 
armes J (awe the Unight bꝛeathe his laſt, and dying con⸗ 
feſſed, that the C47: » Pꝛinte ſicwe hun by treaſon: 
whereſoꝛe my Loꝛd (end foꝛ hun, and if he deme it, here 
am { rcadic to auonch it, and by my Swoꝛd will make 
hum confeſſe it. 

The King hearing hun name the Pzince of Cz/7:, was 
greatly aſtonied heercat, foꝛ he knew not that he was ab- 
ſent from his Court ſo latelp, and the Queenc with her 
Ladies being pꝛeſent, were no leſſe abaſhed: but aboue all. 
the o ꝛinceſſe \1:115re:11, who hearing the death of her va⸗ 
tant night, whome the in loue had made cherfeſt account 

T. . of. 
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of, immediatlip ſuch ſoꝛrow ſtroke to her heart, as her 
ſpeech kauhng her, and a cold chilling blood paſſing the 
tonduits of her vaines,ſhc lcaned cn the lap of her Oouer⸗ 
nelle, where falling m a dead traunce, all the Ladics bay 
much ade to get life in her againe, But ſhe being tetouc⸗ 
red, and cach one placed as they were befozc, Galitico 
was ſent fo2,to whome the Ling thus ſpake. 

Belcue me G2alitrco, J alwayes concetued well of yen 
till now,perſwading my ſelfe of your truth and diſcretion, 
that nothing in the world could moue ye ſo much as to 
thunke a bad thought, much lcfſc to commit any ade of 
treaſon, But what I ſay, this night auoucheth, that in 
Sp.ryne pou haue done a dede of high diſhonoꝛ, Where you 
being armed and well accompanicd, cutramouſly ſet von 
the nobleLo2d Don Frionell, he being naked and without 
defence, then and there you cruelly mucdzed him, yea, fo; 
a cauſe of no weight as J vuderſtand : what anſwere 
make pe to this accuſation 2 It Galni eo were then doubt- 
fully ſurp213ed, Areſerre to the iudgem nt of like bad min; 
ded men: but hauung be held the ſtearne countenance of 
the night of Fame, with tounterfeit reuerence thus re⸗ 
plyed. 

My L 02d, not onely now, but at all times, calummia⸗ 
tours, and falſe accuſcrs are c2fiy found, the greater part 
of the auncient Komaine Viſtozics are ſtoꝛed with er⸗ 
amples thereof : but in the end, ſuch baſtard bzode of de⸗ 
tracours, haue felt the deſert of their laniſh tongs, and 
umocencie hath vaunted with triumph, This ſpeake J in 
reſped of this paillard, who vnder your Mairſties co2- 
redion bath falũy lit d, and as a lcaſcr is tobe eſtamed. 
Fo: the woꝛthie Lozd Don Fr. onell, was one of the da⸗ 
reſt frends I had in the woꝛld: beude, J dare gadge my 
hfc, that this falſe wꝛetch knowes me net,o2 euer ſaw me 
befozce this inſtant. I beleeue well, quoth the Squire to 
Don Friongl i, that this Bnight had no knowledge of you 
tul now: but J an aſſured that he hath ſpoken truth, * 
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ſo my maiſter himſelſe confeCed at his lateſt gaſpe, that 
becauſe Padame Minorecta fauoured him, and 

you, thercfaze von wzought his death in that cruel{ man- 
ner. The lanight of Fame perceming, that Galureo had 
no great mind to the combate,interrupted the @quire,and 
thus ſpake to the lang, J ſe well my Loꝛd, that Don Ga- 
litteo deſpairing of his cauſe,deſires to trifle the time with 
many circumltances , in that he thinketh me madle to 
auerre mine accuſation, becauſe à want ſurt ger teſtuno⸗ 
nie, how he and his complices maſked and diſguiſed, did 
the ſhame full ded of death and murther: may it thercfoze 
uke pour Maieſtie to graunt vs the combate, and in fight 
will make manifeſt his treaſon, Dæſumptudus as thou 
art, quoth Galicteo, doll thou thinke A feare to mæte thee 
in plaine combate ? no, ſo pleaſe my Tod the Bing, A acs 
ccpt thy challenge, and hauing ginen the the dur de- 
longing to a falſe varlet, will follow the queſt of my deere 
ſread Don Franch. Him maiſt thou finde dead,quoth the 
night of N enough to thy ſhame,not farre from 
the place wycre thou diaſt murther him, in a littte Hermi⸗ 
tage in th2 ſame Foꝛreſt, where J cauſcd hun to be inter⸗ 
red, as his Squire and mine owne are able to teſtuie. 
Vereupon, the Bing called two auncient Knightes, who 
hauing heard the difference betweane the knight of Fame 
and Galrreo, he demaunded their ade in thus doubt» 
full matter. They thought it expedient, that the combate 
ſhould be graunted them, to end the controucrſie of far- 
ther pꝛwãe: becauſe Fnonel l might be llaine by the accuſer 
and his Squire, as by Calitreo that ſtod actuſtd. Wheres 
foe the A ing graunted them the combate at the Launce 
and Sword, as is conmon among all Anightes, appom- 
ting the Parqueſſe of / lercul, and the Countie of 1. 
11446, Judges of the feld. All this while, the Mzintelſe 
Muwretca continncd her penſiae mones, pꝛaping ſoꝛ the 
p2oſpcrous ſutteſſe of the newcome k nigtt. and the confu- 
ſio1 of the traitour Galitteo. On the moxrow, was this 
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doubt full combate tried, being fought on either Mdc with 
nich ercerdung valour,as they both fell downe fote to fate, 
that each one reputed them both fo2 dead: but When the 
night of Fames helmet was opencd,and he had teccmed 
the freſh aire, he tame to hunſelfe againe, albeit Gahtreo 
was ſiaine outright, and thcrefozc condemned as ſoyled in 
fight. 

The ing glad of this happic vicone , intrrated the 
{imaht of Fame as he had bane his owne Sonne, cauſing 
ms Chirurgions to take care of his wounds, und during 
the tune of his abode there fo2 his health, the centinuall 
god countenance ſhewed by the Pꝛinceſſe dMinocetra made | 
him liue in hope to obtame : but he was p2cuented by the 
Bing of Nee, who ſending his Ambaſſadours to de⸗ 
maund the Pꝛinceſſe in marriage, had his requeſt graun⸗ 
ted by the King, 

The night of Fame ſeeing himſelfe ſe infoꝛtunate in 
obt aining a wife, ſo ſone as his wounds were thoroughly 
curcd, toke his [:auc of the King and departed , with in⸗ 
tent after he had ſerne his owe countrey, to trauaile into 
+ 104.1: agame, to be reuenged on Palladine, ſoꝛ the foyle 
he ſulteyned at er Jouftes at ”-:-.fo mounting on hoꝛſc⸗ 
back, he toke hie wap direaly toward Free 2e4-11/. Atid not 
able to contmue there aay long time, becauſe ſ is concet- 
ued hate was ſuch toward the Pꝛinte, he trauaued 
thoꝛough 5: -r/+/.4, who mating ſuddenly with duenne. 
and not knowing him, a quarrell aroſe betwane thi m, the 
Umaht of Fame diſtonnnendung Vailadine, arid vowng 
reuenge on all thofe that durſt take his part, which S:1m- 
pte! vundertahing, they fell from we2ds to roles, and 
luch was the god fo:tune of Hon Robert. ar hauing the 
better of din primell he departed, leauug him there very 
ſoꝛe Wounded, 

Man ses the pinte of -e, whome long ſince 
we left in his toutnep toward Ne, defireus to ſix 
Insſwatc nultrelle Marcclina, by god hap found a+ 
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nell thus dangerouſly wounded, and hauing bnderffod 
the whole ſumme of his miſaduenture, pꝛomiſed to follow 
the a night who had thus wꝛonged him, and to reuenge 
his cauſe though it colt him his life. 

Now muſt J giue you to vnderſtand, that Vlante leo 
and the Knight of Fame were very nere allyed, the Fas 
ther to Temoreo the Duke of Mu being brofher to 
Don Roberts mother: pet this kindꝛed being foꝛgotten bes 
tweenc them, oꝛ at leaſt their angrie diſpleaſure pꝛeuailing 
aboue tt -*membzance thereof, cauſed them merting to⸗ 

gether) te put each others life in very great danger. And 
bcing afterward bꝛought by their Squires to a Gentle⸗ 
mans Caſtell nare at hand, where Simprinell likewiſe lay 
fo: the recoucne of his woundes, they had knowledge of 
each other, when ſoꝛrowing their meeting was in ſuch vn⸗ 
happie ſoꝛt, with frondly gratings, they extuſed all that 
had paſſed, riding with Su prinell to the Bing his Fathers 
Court, where they were entertained as beſæmed their ho⸗ 
nozable callung.

It is a common ſaying, my god friends, that dangers 
fozetold, hurt the leſſe when they come to paſſe, hercby 
ain J to aduertiſe pe, that ſuch a matter will ſhoztly 
happen, as can not but be to pourgreat diſlikung : pct be of 
god chere, and endure it with refolued pacience, foz J will 
pꝛeuent the effecuall wozking thereof. But to hold pe in 
no longer ſuſpence, knowe, that this night paſt I made a 
figure, to vnderſtand thercby, if your mariage were to be 
hindercd by any contrarie accident : and 5 finde, that a 
might ie Loꝛd, tuen be that commaundeth oner all the ſe 
countries, will Go:tly ſend to requeſt my Niece in ma⸗ 
nage, whereto the King her Father will gladly giue cons 

At theſe woꝛds the Pꝛinteſſe fell in a ſwoune, and the 
Kmghe without reſt wag ineruailons impacient : but Or- 
b:conte hauing retouered her, in this ſoꝛt began to per» 
ſwade her. Thy? faire Qiete, do you diſpaire 02 doubt, 
that J tan not hinder the mariage betwerne you avid the 
great Turke: knowe you not, that J haue done things of 
greater valew then that: I ncuer thought vou had ſuch 
diffidence in me. Who bzought Du Paliadine into this 
countrey but I: and who gaue you the honoꝛ of bis loue, 
but I: and if I haue bene able to do all this, thinke pe J 
can not wade through matter of leſſe moment: Quict 
your ſelſe, and feare not, but I will compaſſe your mariage 
to pour owne content, without diſpleaſimg my Loꝛd the 
great Zurke,o; the Bing your Father, notwithſtanding 
his pꝛonuſe. 

Alas my god Aunt, ſaid the Pꝛinteſſe, it is not fo: my 
Fathers caſc, to purthaſe himſclfe ſo great an enemie as 
is the great Zurke, who in thꝛe dapes is able to ruinate 
our whole countrey : and hauing ſo bad a ncighbour as is 
the Ring of L, who doubtleſſc would glatly * 
t 
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the great Lo2d,in reuenge of the late foyle he ſuſtayned, J 
ſa no way to pzeuent fatall danger. 

Why Padame: quoth the Knight without reſt, tictos 
rie conſiſtethnot in ſtrength oz multifude, but in the pol- 
licie of the Captaines, and diſcretion of the Souldiours to 
purſue an enterpziſe, as many examples are left among 
Kemunts , Cartbagmans , Athenians, and infinite other, 
where a ſinall power hath p:euailed agauit the greater, 
onely by the wiſe foꝛeſight of their leaders, and withall, 
baung truth and iuſtice on their ſide. Let vs, ſaid the 
Pꝛinceſſe, not ttand vpon pollicie, oꝛ the truth of our cauſe, 
we cannot be moze ſubtill oz hardie then they are: and as 
fo2 our night in the matter, what reaſon (hall my Father 
baue to deme ſo great a Loꝛd : great I may boldly ſay, 
becauſe in all the wozld he hath not his ſecond, both in ri⸗ 
ches, puuſſance, oꝛ any thing whatſoeuer, Alas god Niece, 
ſaid Orbiconte merily , tand not on theſe donbtfull 
tearmes, fo2 the caſe ſhall nener be aduentured ſo farre : 
calt all your care on me, as vet (I thinke) J neuer fapled 
ye. 90 parted they to their chambers, where the Pun⸗ 
ceſſe remained in a hell of greefe, ſuch was her intire af- 
fecion to the Punce of England. And he likewiſe conld re- 
ſolue on nothing, foz now he thought to requeſt the Pʒꝛm⸗ 
ceſſe in mariage, befoze the comming of the Ambaſſadozs, 
perſwading hunſelfe that the tiling would not deny hun: 
then againe he diſparred of the matter, reputing himſeife 
vnlikely to enioy her, by reaſon of their contrarietie in 
faith and religion, the King being an earneſt maintainer 
of the Pagan lawe. No2 would this imagination ſerue, 
wherefo2e he intended to ſteale her thence ſecretly, and to 
cane her with him into E-el24, while Orbiconte labous 
red at home to appeaſe the trouble that might follow. In 
the end, he repoſcd hunſcife on the faithfull pzomiſe of Cr- 
biconte, and deſircd his Lady to do the like, becauſe he 
bad found her ſo iuſt in all his ſoꝛmer foꝛtunes. But now 


are the Ambaſadours come to the Court, where being 
ontertainch 
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ontertained with great pompe and royaltie, he that was 
appointed cheefe in the embaſſade, thus deliuerrd his incſ⸗ 
ſage to the King.

Then did the Ambaſſadour pꝛeſent the Ning, ſire godly 
Courſcrs af 1c, ſent hun from his Loꝛd and maiſter, 
and to the Pꝛinceſſe he gaue a ſumptuous Carbanct, gar⸗ 
niſhed with Carbuncles, Oꝛientall Pearles, and ſtones of 
ineſtimable valew, which ſhe recciued with god countc 
nance, albeit God knowes with a heauie heart, in which 
greefe, tlie Knight without rett bare her company,yet durſt 
not outward ſhew thcrof. Chis coſtly Jewell the Zune 
unmediatlp faſtened about her Daughters neck, being 
commended ſoꝛ the rareſt that euer was (&ne : afterward 
the lung walked with the Ambaſſadours, doing them all 
the hono2 he could any way deuiſe. 

Wile all the Court were buſted, Orb:conte came with 
Nonparclia to Pallavines chamber, and there concluded, 
that he ſhould on the moꝛrow take his leaue of the Bing, 
ſraming his tourney direaly toward 7%, where the 
Puncelle and the would in ſhoꝛt tune mierte him : willing 
them ta make no ſhew of ſoꝛrow at their departure, leaſt 


Ciſpition might pꝛeuent wy at ſhe had intended, but 1 — 
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ſolue them alſuredly, that all her pꝛomiſes ſhould ſoꝛte to 
effect, The Knight without reſt did as he was aduiſed, 
and albeit it was long ere the ing would gine conſent, 
becauſe he loued him very derely: yet at length ( with 
muche ado) he pꝛeualled, the Pzince Zorian obtaining 
leaue of his Father to accompanie him in trauaile, be- 
cauſe his Dateſhe thought he could neuer haue a bzaner 
compamon .

Jopfull was Ocbiconte when ſhe beheld Broantine, and 
comming on bord the Admirall, to whome Broantine re- 
ucaled of whence they were, and that Palladine long ex⸗ 
pected their arrinall in E244 it is not to be aſked how 
courteoully he entertained them, vowing to take ſharpe 
reuenge on the Pirates fo2 their villatnous dealing, Bro- 
antine declarcd to Nonparelia, the health of Palladine and 
her bꝛother Zorian, how he was Chꝛiſtened, and afftancey 
to the faire Graciana of Flaunders which newes pleaſed 
her not a little, as alſo this happie and foꝛtunate deliue⸗ 
rante, which ſhe verily thought hardly to eſcape with life.

Bccauſe J feared, anſwered Yalla- 
dine, that miſfoꝛtune on the Sca might alter my intent, 
oꝛ the pꝛomiſe of Orbiconte, might de pꝛeuented by ſome 
other ſiniſter meane. TTcll my Sonne, quoth the Bing, 1 
pꝛay that thy deſires may haue a foꝛtunate end, and ſuch 
things as thou ſpeakeſt of may come to paſſe mcanc 
while, let vs pꝛouide fo receine theſe two Panees, and 
make them ſach entertainement as their calling deſerues. 
F@:thwith he commaunded, that the Pallace ſheuld ba 
ado:ned with moſt ſumptuous Zapiſtrie, and calling fo: 
the Ticeadmirall, willed him to pꝛepare certaine Ships, 
that might go mate the Ladies as they ai; rear 

alladine,

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Palladine, Zorian, Manteleo, Landaſtines, and many other 
g treat Loꝛds were embarqued. And bering come to the Ile 
of Tennct, they eſpied the @hips ſayling amainc toward 
them, and entrung among them, Palladine ſeeing Orbi- 
conte aloft on the deck, knew well where the P2meeſle 
Nonparelia was: wheretoze going abo:d that Ship, cats 
ching Ocbiconte in his armes, he thus ſpake.

wozd : in which tune Zor:an and the other Pꝛinces, had 
leiſure to welcome the wiſe Orbiconte. During this time 
of grating and ſalutation, they ſaplcd on with ſo gad a 
winde, as in ſhoꝛt tune they cntred the Po2t of Loden, 
where this honoꝛable compame were receiucd with great 
maqnficence, the Citizens conducting them thoꝛough the

Alas, my Loꝛd, quoth the Nunceſſe, you well knowe that 
J haue no other intent, and the ſoner our nuptials are ſo⸗ 
lemnized, the better ſhall I be quictcd, leaſt any diihono: 
ſhould ouertake me, in reſpect of what hath paſſed be⸗ 
twenc vs heerctofozc, Bavame,anſwered Palladme, thus 
cace concerncth me as neere as pour ſc fe, and to peuent 
(ach danger, we muſt herrem be aducrtuſcd by your Amit 
O:b:coace, the reft ſhall be accompliſhed with all poſſible 
ſpade. In all this time, Orbicc nte had fo pꝛeuaued with

Now although theſe Statues were made of Parble, 
pct were they ſo erccllently carued , and appzoching ſo 
neere to the life: as Venus being attired in habit after the 
Figl manner) was able to entiſe the thoughts of a verie 
ſtayed perſon. 

Pet reftcth one matter to declare, namely, that the 
man not deſeruing the name of a louer, might not pꝛeſent 
humſcife befoze theſe mages: fo2 the ſight of ſuch men 
was ſo offenfiue to them, as they would diſdame to loke 
vpon thein, and erait themſelues vp into the aire, becauſs 
ſuch vnwo?the people ſhould not touch thi m. 

Returne we now to P2ince Palladine againc, he who 
by generall opmion had not his ſecond'in ii, and by
